Federal gov- 
ernment leadership b Important for 
elevating tbe priority of ritocation and It b 
reaskurtog that it b at last being exerted. 


But the real power lo Influence elemental 
and hl^ school education lies with lower 
government leveb. Here the parenb and the 
cltlzenrv as a whole are falling to assert 
their political strength. They are not 
demanding that political bodies at state, 
county.ahd city levebrecognlzetbe 
seriousness of theproblem and attack It 
with vigor. 

In California, for instance, the nation’s

If apathy and lack of appreebtion of 
primary and secondary ^ucallon should 
prevail, we are beaded for technology medi- 
ocrity and a lowered American standi of 
living.

(AP) — Increased entrance fees at 
Yellowstone National Park should 
tfve the park about $800,000 more In 
operating revenue and enable It to 
put seasonal rangers back to work, a 
park official says. 

Asslslanl i Yellowstcme 

Superintendent Ben Clary says tbe 
fee Increased, authorixed by Con^ 
greas last fall, will return 
Yellowstona't budget to-1985 levels 
and reverse tbe trend of budget 
cuts. 

The park’s budget was cut 10 per- 


cent- last year, forcing the park to 
not rebire 40 seasonal rangers and to 
consider closing campgrounds. 

Clary said this week that the in- 
creased fees should give the park a 
total operating budget of |U million 
.tor the 1987 fiscal year a^ allow it 
to reinstate most of .the 40 — m»«n al 
ranger positions cut last year.
